and adapted to the ſecret ſervice of the 
cloſet, but with conſiderable changes 
and alterations: For he has thought fit 
to divide and halve the pſalms (which 
he calls by the name of Meditations) in 
order to form the latter part of them into 
prayers or petitions: He has alſo deſtroy- 
ed the current meaſure of the verſes, by 
ſhortening or lengthening them at plea- 
ſure, and annexing thereto manyadditions 
of his own ; by which means the unity 
of the compoſition, and the harmony of 
the numbers of the original are entirely 
broken, and the ſpirit of the author, in 
the opinion of many, thereby very ſen- 
ſibly abated. And yet this worthy Gen- 
tleman's labours have been received with 
great approbation and eſteem, and done 
much good in the world, as I have rea- 
ſon to believe, from the ſeveral editions, 
thro' which they have already paſſed, 


and the fair profpe of many more here- 
after to ſucceed. 


InsTEAD therefore of reforming, or
